The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



The closest prior art of record Wares (US 2001/0044768) teaches an automated process 
of conventional project management (see abstract and Figs. 2 and 3) in which issues requests 
for bids by owners or architects to general contractors, who in turn request bids from sub- 
contractors, who in turn request bids from suppliers and manufacturers. 

In contrast. Applicant's invention as claimed is a method of automated competitive 
bidding. This method automates competitive bidding by extracting the best value for the 
acquisition without paying for non- value adds items. (See Khalidi Declaration, 3.) This is not 
true of Wares' system which uses a general contractor, subcontractor, suppher, etc. in a 
sequence. Applicant's method is for competitive bidding, as described in the abstract 
("...packages, processes, connects, procures, bids and reports the competitive bidding cycle..."). 
Figs. IB, IC, and 2, and on pages 33-36. Applicant's method requires sequestering of the original 
acquisition into competitive and non-competitive packages. 

Therefore, it is stated that the closet prior art of record fails to teach, suggest or render 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention an automated process for 
competitive bidding which comprises at least the following: 

Automatically sequestering a bid package into a plurality of modules and automatically 
further sequestering the plurality of modules into an in-house and at least one outsourced 
module, whereby the in-house module receives an in-house bid and further automatically selects 
a set of prequalified potential suppliers based on a statistical weight generated for each supplier.
